He 
began the study of music in the 
Institute for the Blind, 
took post-graduate courses | 
with St. Louis teachers for several 
years. Now he was making his 
first appearance with am orchestra. 
The report spread about that he 
has not learned his repertory by 
ear. but by touch, picking out each 
the Braille system of 
musical notation. 

There was a moment's hush, 
breaking into clamorous applause, 
as Mr. Ganz steered the _ soloist 
upon the platform, and turned him 
in the direction of the handclap- 
ping so that he might bow. He 
assisted to the piano 
bench. which wobbled a bit until 
one of the orchestra players stead- 
ied it with a packet of cardboaft 
placed under one leg.
